TO THE RESIDENTS OF BAR HILL FROM COUNTY COUNCILLOR GERALD 
COTENAN 


As this Council approaches the end'of its four year term, .the 
view is a good deal more optimistic than might have been expected 
2/3 years ago when financial pressures upon the Authority were 
greatest. The historically untidy financial arrangements of some 
programme committees, especially Education, have been put in gond 
order. To compliment this progress, we have established a 
management structure and service planning process which are the 
envy of local authorities nationwide. 


This work has enabled us to identify priorities for each service, 
plen for them, and fund them.Substancial savings and better use 
of money have meant real improvements in services for the 
elderly and mentally handicapped, more primary school teachers 
and better levels of capitation, better policing and fire cover. 


In spite of continuing restraint on public expenditure, which is 
tiuch needed, the future for the County looks bright with a 
strong local economy, increasing job opportunities, and good 
public services. The County Council must recognise its role in 
the wider economy, offer strong leadership, show continued 
determination to control spending and a willingness to make real 
reductions in expenditure wherever possible, and ensure that 
members and not officers are directing policy. 


It has been my pleasure to work with many of you in Bar Hill, and 
I have particularly enjoyed watching the groups in the village 
who provide much needed community services to the growing - 
population. Talks that I initiated have resulted in the _ 
Libraries Keview Working Party identifying the provision of a 
permanent library in Bar Hill as a matter of high priority. I ”
